military coup whose repercussions 
thundered through the explosive 
Middle East.

group of senior army officers who 
overthrew the government of Mar- 
shall Husnl Zaylm. 
Bill Mason's Son

HOUSTON, Tex., Aug. IB—(flV- 
Hurt Mason of Alice, son of 
the 
crusading radio commentator. Bill 
Mason, who was shot to death re- 
cently in Alice, was In Methodist 
Hospital here today with a fractur- 
e9 left leg, severe bruises and cuts 
a"bout his face and body. 


Three young men jumped on him, 
he said, and gave him a severe 
beating about la. m. Sunday, on 
South Main, a few blocks north of 
the Shamrock Hotel. 


He was brought Into the hospital 
at 2 a. m., hospital records show- 
ed. The hospital made no report 
to police. 
From his hospital 
bed 
today, 
young Mason said he had no idea 
why the three men jumped on him. 
He has been carrying on his fath- 
er's crusade over a Corpus Christ! 
radio station from Alice since his 
father was shot. 
Young Mason came to Houston 
Saturday afternoon, he said, with 
his secretary and girl friend, Miss 
Floy Kennedy.

French Purchase 
Of U. S. Cotton 
Approved By EGA 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15-<ff>- 
The economic cooperation admin- 
istration today gave France an 
okay to buy $20,000,000 worth Of 
cotton from United States suppli- 
ers under the Marshall plan. 
The 
spending 
approval' was 
contained In new recovery grants 
to eight European countries, West- 
ern Germany and Korea. 


The latest transactions bring to- 
tal Marshall plan authorizations 
to $6,330,158,000. The 
additional 
aid to Korea boosts to $34,021,000 
the funds earmarked for recov- 
ery operations there. 
Largest of the reamining aid 
grants is to Turkey. That country 
wa? given $1,595,000 to purchase 
United States wheat. 


A sharp burst from a firing squad 
at the Mazza military barracks end- 
ed the rule of the stocky little 
Zayim who had seized power four 
and a half months ago. . 


Zaylm's bespectacled 
premier, 
Huhsen Bey Berazl, generally con- 
sidered the brains of the regime, 
died with him.

and police to join forces to main- 
tain .calm.

The assembled politicians, Includ- 
ng Faris El Khourl, Syria's dele- 
gate to the United Nations, called 
on former President Hasem ' Bey 
Attassl to form a new government.

Hashem Attassl, In his eighties, 


Is Syria's oldest and most respect- 
ed politician. He served as presi- 
dent of the Republic at one time. 
'He named 11 men to serve in his 
cabinet, including former Syrian 
minister to Washington Nazem Ko- 
dl as minister of foreign affairs. 
General Abdullah Attfeh, top offi- 
cer of the Syrian army, was named 
minster of defense. Attfeh held the 
same position under Zaylm.

It was a separate 
entrance, but because of the work 
on the Washburn tunnel, the .bulk 
plant entrance has been closed 
and employes have been using the 
main refinery entrance.

Nine Are Killed 
When Airliner Is 
Forced Into Sea 


Fuel Is Exhausted 
Close To Western 
Coast Of Ireland 


GALWAY, Ireland, Aug. 15—(/TV- 
Its fuel exhausted, an American , 
four-englncd air liner bellied Into 
the Atlantic off Western Ireland 
In darkness early today. Nine of 
Its 68 occupants were killed and 
the rest were saved In a dramatic 
sea-air rescue. 


Among those saved was Ruth 


Nichols, 48, noted American avl- 
trlx. 
The bin Skymaster, bound from 
tome to New York with 47 Ital- 
an emigrants to Venezuela and 11 
merlcans aboard, overshot Shan- 
on Airport. Another American 
Irllner tried to escort It back to 
hannon, but the Skymaster'a gas- 
line gave out and It plopped In- 
o the calm sea 16 miles off the 
rlsh coast. 
British and American transport 
lanes guided surface vessels in 
he rescue operations.

The other eight dead were 
assengers, according to Otis Nel- 
on, president of Transocoan Alr- 
'nes.

"The answer IB: The embodiment 


of the principles of the Texas Pow- 
er * Light contract Into contracts 
to be made btween the government 
and the several local electric dis- 
tributing companies," Thomas said. 


"In the State of Texas, under 
provisions of this- contract, not a 
•Ingle steam plant and not even one 
mile of extra transmission line has 
been constructed save a short con- 
nection between the power plant 
at the Denlson Dam and the near- 
est transmission line of the said 
Texas Company." | . 
' This contract, he said, was de- 
veloped by the Southwest Power 
Administrator. 
• The senate committee, in cutting 
the SPA appropriation, recommend- 
ed that the agency endeavor to 
•nter Into a "Texas contract" with 
private utilities In the area. 
Thomas summed up the commit- 
tee recommendations, which 
he 
said he is supporting; this way: 
• "First, that funds be appropriat- 
ed to construct main transmission 
lines.connecting all ower dams In 
any one region or area, and 
."Second, that the secretary of 
the interior be directed to make 
contracts embracing the principles 
of the Texas Power and Light con- 
tract with the several local dls- 
,'trlbuting companies, whereby hy- 
drO power may be firmed up by 
existing steam plants and trans- 
mitted over existing lines at rates 
to be fixed by the Federal Power 
Commission." 
The future of the Southwest Pow-

The Southwestern Power Admin- 
istration is the interior department 
agency set up to sell power pro- 
duced at federally-built hydroelec- 
tric dams in the Southwest. 


' It operates in all parts of Kan- 
sas, Oklahoma, Arkansas, Missouri, 
Texas and Loulrlana. 
What the senate will be consid- 
ering Is, m effect, the question of 
•whether to give a green light to 
development of a federally-financ- 
ed system for manufacture, trans- 
mission and distribution of power 
In the Southwest. 
The specific fight centers on the 
question of whether congress shall 
vote funds for construction of dis- 
tribution lines. 
' The "Texas contract," In general, 
provides that private utility com- 
panies in the area will purchase all 
power generated at the govern- 
ment dydro-electrlc dams at a price 
specified by the Federal Power 
Commission. The companies would 
agree to transmit 70 percent of the 
power to SPA customers—the co- 
operatives and municipal systems— 
and retain 30 percent for their own 
nse^.

Blood Tests 
Be Required By 
New State Law 


AUSTIN, Aug. 12.—A health-min- 
ded Fifty-first Legislature struck a 
well-aimed blow at syphilis by mak- 
ing bloodtesting mandatory before 
marriage and before childbirth. 
State health officials say the new 
law, which goes into effect on Oc- 
tober Sth, will be one of their 
chief weapons in combatting vene- 
real diseases in the Texas popula- 
tion. 
Under provisions of the. new law, 


every physician or other person 
permitted by law to attend an ex- 
pectant mother, must submit a 
sample of the patient's blood to be 
examined for evidence of syphilis. 


Applicants for a marriage license, 
under the new law, must undergo 
a medical examination and have a 
blood test before the license will 
be Issued. The physician making 
the examination is required to sub- 
mit a sample of the applicants' 
blood for analysis by a laboratory 
approved by the Texas State De- 
partment of Health. 


The laboratory, after analyzing 
the blood specimen, must make 
a confidential report of the test to 
the physician and to the State 
Health Department, and transmit 
the certificate form to the physici- 
an. 
The physician will complete 


the certificate form and give it to 
the applicant. Upon presentation 
of the certificate to the 
county 


clerk, the marriage license will be 
issued. 


State Health Officer Geo. W. Cox 


whose department is charged with 
giving laboratory approval under 
the new law, has warned that al 
laboratories expecting aproval mus 
meet minimum standards, includ- 
ing demonstration of proficiency 
In blood testing for syphilis. 


A number of laboratories have 


already demonstrated proficiency 
Cox said. • He indicated that some 
laboratories in the state bellevec 
to be proficient in blood-testing 
have not taken part In laboratory 
evaluation studies which the State 
Health Department has been con 
ducting for some years. 
.• Dr. Cox said a series of blood 
samples will be sent from Austin 
to the laboratory desiring to taki 
this examination to establish tht 
laboratory's eligibility for approv 
al,
